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n the episode “And the Sky Full of Stars” Commander 
Jeffrey Sinclair flashbacks to his involvement in the

Their computer-gen- 
erated special 
effects are respon- 
sible for winning an 
Emmy Award for 
BABYLONS's pilot ° 
episode, “The Gathering,” in the 
“Excellence in Visual Effects” category. 
The visual effects, which was once a 
process that required elaborate shots of models that 
were composited onto other images, or created with 
the use of expensive high-end computer equipment, are 
now created on a network of standard Amiga desktop 
computers. The team at Foundation Imaging solved the 
problem by producing quality effects in a short amount 
of time, and also producing the scenes at incredibly low 
costs as far as television series go. 

If the Babylon 5 station was to be created as a minia- 
ture it might have taken eight artists six weeks to build 
the model. But with a computer it took Thornton only 
two weeks to create it. With the help of New Tek Video 
Toasters a geometric frame of the station is first con- 
structed. The digitized structure is then able to be 
rotated on screen to view different perspectives of the 
station. Through texture mapping details are then

painted onto the polygons that make up the framework 
of the station. Details such as an articulated fighter 
pilot in the cockpit of a starfury is an example of the 
level of detail that exists on BABYLON 5. When 
° the station is finished its information is 
,/ transferred onto digital audio tape. The 
animator is then able to use this informa- 
tion to give the station directional lighting 
and manipulate its movement before com- 
posting it with other background images. 
Since the station is only a virtual model this 
means that it can be damaged in battle 
without actually destroying the original. 
In the case of creating extraterrestri- 
als, such as the feeder that was used in 
“Grail,” they collaborated with Optic Nerve, 
the group that is responsible for BABYLON 5's 
make-up prosthetics. After Optic Nerve 
designed an alien figure model they scanned it to 
create a database that was used to 
make texture maps from. Foundation 
Imaging then placed the three dimen- 
sional skin on the frame and did the 
animation of the creature before 
composting it with a background. 

Thornton and Foundation Imaging are 

also currently involved in creating interior back- 
grounds and planet surfaces. In addition they are also 
able to produce other visual images such as laser 
beams, using Macintosh technology, which are composit- 
ed onto scenes. Other series have caught on and are 
now also using this fast and inexpensive technology. 

BABYLON 5's creator and co-executive producer 
J. Michael Straczynski is involved in the pre-production 
planning of how he envisions each scene is to be han- 
dled. Though Straczynski is very story oriented he finds 
that these digital special effects give him more freedom 
in how he is able to tell his story, something that has 
limited science fiction television series and their stories 
in the past. 

One question does come to mind regarding computer 
generated images - does this mean that we will never 
see the Babylon 5 station hanging in the Smithsonian 
Institution's National Air and Space Museum? x

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O'HARE VISITS NJ SCI-FI ASSOCIATION 


ik November 12, 1994 meeting of the Science Fiction 
Association of Bergen County was held in the Saddle River 
Valley Cultural Center in Upper Saddle River, NJ. Before the 
meeting a group of nine members had the pleasure of joining 
that night’s guest, Michael O'Hare, for dinner. 

By 8:00 pm the dinner crowd had not yet returned so we 
started the meeting without them. In order to acquaint every- 
one in the audience with the basics of BABYLON 5, we 
showed “Deathwalker,” an episode of the show. The O'Hare 
party joined us about halfway through the episode. 

After the program had ended, we began the meeting official- 
ly. The usual announcements were made. Then the stage was 
turned over to Mr. O'Hare and guest interviewer Anthony 
Tellado (host of the radio show Sci-Fi Talk). 

O'Hare really did not like how the Star Trek character James 
T. Kirk behaved towards women. He felt that the the Captain 
embodied a 60's “Playboy” use-'em-and-leave-'em mindset. He 
then opined that it has become fashionable to applaud the 
‘90s woman for making similarly selfish lifestyle choices. 
O'Hare asked what we thought about Bruce Boxleitner as his 
replacement. When most of the audience expressed disap- 
proval, he urged us to give Boxleitner time to develop his char- 
acter and get used to his fellow actors and crew. The pace of 
television shooting does not allow an actor time to rehearse 
and hone a character beforehand. He thought that there was 
a marked improvement from episode one to episode two of 
the second season. This had yours truly scratching his head. | 
had watched it with a group of people in New York who had 
booed the wretched writing. His response was, “Well, what do 
you know, Phil?” 

This in turn led to a discussion of Hollywood realities. 
According to O'Hare, television priorities (in descending order 
of importance) are: 1) “look”; 2) action; 3) plot; 4) characteri- 
zation. When 20 minutes had to be cut from the pilot, guess 
which area took the worst beating? 

Other points he mentioned were that his brother is actually 
a Commander in the Air Force and that, while he had little 
input into the characterization of Sinclair, whatever bit he did 
have was devoted to playing a father figure, a type which he 
feels is very little in evidence on television today. He also did 
an impression on what it’s like to act opposite a special effect, 
and who some of his favorite actors are. 

When asked about BABYLON 5 bloopers, he talked about a 
rear shot of him walking down the corridor in the station with

a clown nose on his face. Someone commented that it proba- 
bly meant that we would never get to meet the inhabitants of 
the planet Bozo because of this. He also mentioned a scene in 
which he told a crowd to follow him and pointed in one direc- 
tion, only to watch them head in the opposite direction. 

He revealed that he had played a heaw in an episode of 
“T.J. Hooker.” When his character turned to flee, William 
Shatner (Hooker) tackled him. Or, to use O’Hare’s words, “His 
double tackled my double.” The next scene called for a kneel- 
ing Hooker to grab the prone villain by the collar and yank him 
up. There was a difficulty - O'Hare has a long torso, Shatner 
does not. They solved this by having Shatner kneel on an off- 
camera blanket. O'Hare made several references to Shatner’s 
toupee over the course of the evening. 

Our guest also gave us a major item of news. Sinclair 
makes an appearance in episode ten of the second season. It 
is in the form of a message in which he relates to Garibaldi 
that he is doing much more than just being an ambassador on 
the Minbari homeworld, and that there is a time of great dark- 
ness coming. He then did five or six lines of his soliloquy, 
stopped, smiled, and told us we'd have to watch the show to 
hear the rest. x Philip J. De Parto

Grail, boarding Babylon 5. Aldous, while living at a Mars 
colony, was involved in an accident where he had lost his fami- 
ly. He eventually met up with a dying man who’s goal was to 
find the grail and then heal people with it. Aldous, who felt 
that he had been spared from the accident for a reason, took 
the man’s staff and continued the quest. He had started his 
search on Earth and is now traveling through-out the universe 
in his quest. Delenn and Lennier, who believe that he is a true 
seeker, are waiting for him. 

A looser named Jinxo, who is in need of credits to pay off 
his debits, is caught pickpocketing Aldous. Jinxo is taken to 
court and is banished from Babylon 5 as punishment. Jinxo 
believes that he can’t leave the station because he is a curse — 
he has worked on the construction of each Babylon station, 
each time he left the station it would face a disastrous fate. 
Aldous refuses to press charges against Jinxo and takes him 
into his custody.

Commander Sinclair is discussing The Battle of the Line 
with Garibaldi and asks him to investigate the incident. He 
wants to find out why he was taken aboard the Minbari craft 
and what had happened during his detainment. Sinclair is posi- 
tive that he saw Delenn on the Minbari vessel. 

Londo has purchased “The Eye,” a relic that was property 
of the first emporer of Centauri which was lost in a battle over 
100 years ago.

A mysterious human named Morden appears on Babylon 
5. Morden asks G'Kar, “What do you want?” G'Kar dreams of 
getting revenge with Centauri who had stripped Narn worlds 
barren for profit. 

Lord Kiro of Centauri and his aunt Lady Ladira come to 
Babylon 5 to receive the eye from Londo. Kiro needs the eye 
to carry on the symbol of nobility. Ladira, who is a seer, has a 
premonition that Babylon 5 will be destroyed. 

Morden visits Delenn with the same question. She tells 
Morden to leave - she is also having a bad vision. Delenn 
exclaims, “They're here!” 

Londo and Kiro are being followed. Kiro says that the eye 
will be announced to Centauri as being found, and not pur- 
chased. He is hoping that he will be viewed as a hero for find- 
ing it, rather then using it for the republic's good. The eye is a 
symbol of authority and Kiro wants the eye for himself since it 
originally belonged to his family. 

Another transport, the Achilles, is under attack. It signals 
a may-day as it approaches a jump gate. The person who had 
been following Londo and Kiro signals someone, “They have 
taken the bait.” 

Morden asks Londo the question. “I want my people to 
reclaim their rightful place in the galaxy . . . a renaissance of 
power . . . want us to be what we used to be. | want it all 
back the way that it was!” 

The stalker takes Londo, Kiro, and Ladira as hostage, 
and takes possession of the eye. 

Sinclair, who has sent starfurys to the aid of the trans- 
port vessel, calls the fighters back. He figures that the 
Achilles is probably a diversion since it is only caring hydropon- 
ic supplies. He also figures that Kiro’s Centauri liner which is 
being launched has something to do with the scheme. A mas- 
sive raider ship, which launches numerous small ships as it 
comes through the jump gate, fires on Babylon 5. Ladira 
exclaims, “The Shadows are coming for all of us!” 

Kosh meets Morden and tells him, “Leave this place, they 
are not for you.” 

Ivanova and her squadron come back through the jumpgate 
and the large ship retreats through a jump point.

Delta fighters is lost and many of the raider ships are captured. 
Kosh’s encounter suit has also been mysteriously damaged. 

It turns out that Kiro was not kidnapped but was part of a 
plan that was to take over the Centauri government. Kiro had 
supplied the raiders with a schedule for transport ships in 
return for their help. The raiders double-cross Kiro and take 
possession of the eye. A mysterious craft suddenly appears and 
destroys the Centauri liner before it can reach the jumpgate. 

Mordon brings Londo a gift that is “from a friend that you 
don’t know you have.” It is the eye. Morden disappears as 
Londo turns away. 

Garibaldi tells Sinclair that all he has found out about the 
Minbari at the Battle of the Line is that they insisted on having 
Sinclair in command of Babylon 5. Admirals and generals who 
were wing for the position were passed-over.

Smith has 
been banned from participating with 
the Sports Corp. and feels that 
they would except him back if 
he was to become the first 
human to fight in the Muti. 

Koslov meets with Jeffrey 
Sinclair who tells the rabbi that 
Ivanova had never asked for 
deserved time off to attend her 
father’s funeral. Sinclair gives 
Ivanova permission to sit shiva and morn her father's death. 
Ivanova has no feelings towards her father since he was 
always trying to take control of her life. He was against her 
joining the Earth Force because her brother was killed in the 
Earth/Minbari War.

Two men who have boarded Babylon 5 are discussing the 
personnel of the station. During the last year independence 
movements have sprung-up and an attack on station Phoebe 
has been connected with a series of terrorist incidents directed 
against Earth.

Mars colony. Garibaldi goes to visit Franks and Harriman Gray. 
Franks is actually Colonel Ari Ben Zayn, an investigator with 
Earth Force Internal Affairs, and Gray is a Psi Corp military 
investigator. They are on Babylon 5 to investigate the loyalty of 
the installation. According to new regulations all staff must 
submit to telepathic scans. 

Garibaldi is ordered to work with them. He is to gather all 
staff files, and in the process he checks out Gray's files. Gray 
explains that he wanted to be in the military but was expelled 
because his psi traits had started to appear. 

Ivanova is having nightmares about her mother who was a 
telepath. Gray searches out Ivanova. She tells him never to 
mention her mother. Gray asks lvanova to comply with him and 
promises the he will not delve into her personal history. 

Sinclair has found a way to avoid scans within the regula- 
tions. They are only to be used to determine truth of specific 
charges in an investigation. 

Zayn assumes command of the station because Sinclair is 
being insubordinate - Sinclair wants to stop the investigation. 
Garibaldi is ordered to put Sinclair in the room for Gray to start 
scanning. lvanova leaves her post and goes to the bar. 

Garibaldi thinks Psi Cop Bester is getting revenge by send- 
ing Zayn to Babylon 5 - Bester had said “l'Il be seeing you 
again.” Gray scans Zayn and finds out that his mind is unsta- 
ble. Zayn was in the top ten list to command Babylon 5 and he 
is now trying to get revenge by taking over the station. The 
investigation is called off. 

In the meantime Lennier has not only translated 
Garibaldi’s manual, but has also completed the motorcycle. 
The two of them take off down the corridors. 

This episode, written by Lawrence G. DiTillio, stars 
Gregory Martin as Colonel Ari Ben Zayn, and Jeffrey Comps 
as Harriman Gray. 
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he D.C. Comics series based on BABYLON premiered
